Ciao, June 5.—The Committee on Credentials 
finished their work at 2 o'clock this morning, pro- 
pared to report when the convention opens at 10 
o lock. Their chief work was the favorable report 
upon the Mahone delegation from Virginia, although 
this was expected, as otherwise the Blaine men 
would not have taken the trouble and expense of 
securing four Mahone votes, as they have already 
done. Thecredentials committee has seated all 
the Arthur contestants that were before it. It is 
highly probable that the report of the committee 
will be fought in the convention, in which event 
there will be but slight hope of reaching a ballot to-

is also ready. A minority report will be presented 
on the rule regarding representation. The majority 
decided not to alter the present place. The minority 
want delegates proportioned to Republican majori- 
ties. This will probably cause long debates, as not 
more than one delegate in five knows what it is all 
about. 

THE ONLY SENSATIONAL RUMOR OF THIS MORNING 
is that the Blaine and Logan forces have effected a 
junction, and will work together, Logan getting a 
second place on the ticket. It is certain 
that there was a long caucus last night 
between Phelps and Miller for Blaine, and Senator 
Cullom for Logan. Cullom declares that no trade 
was effected. He denies most emphatically this 
morning that any arrangement either had or would 
be made, and says positively that Logan would be 
in the race till the end. But on the other hand 
ONE OF THE BLAINE BACKERS HAS ASSURED ME con- 

FIDENTIALLY 
that the trade was perfected, that Logan himself is 
willing and that the whole Logan vote will go to 
Biaine by the third ballot. If thisistrue, and the 
Arthur and Edmunds men believe that it is, 
Biaine’s chances are better than they have been 
since the first. It is a singular fact that while every- 
body admits and claims that the defeat of Powell 
Clayton was not a defeat of Blaine, but that it 
showed his strength as opposed to the whole field, 
that the Clayton matter has not burt Blaine much. 
Of the 80 delegates, it is not uncharitable to say 
that fully 300 are here to 
VOTE FOR THE WINNING CANDIDATE, 
and they do not care who he is. They are simply 
looking out for the man who will be nominated so that 
they can vote for him in time to earn his gratitude. 
These 900 were howling tumultuously for Blaine as

SYNOPSIS OF THE SESSION. 


Brief Report of the Convention's Work 
During the Day. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Diapatch, 

CONVENTION HAL, Cuicaco, June 5.—At a quarter 
before 11 o'clock Gen. Henderson rapped to order 
and the customary prayer was delivered, occupying 
nearly ten minutes. Mr. Ballard of Vermont, look- 
ing very weary,came forward to read the report of 
the Committee on Credentials, prefacing it by the 
statement that, although the committee had been in 
almost constant session since its appointment, with 
barely enough eating and sleeping to keep it alive 
the action been entirely rmonious, and no 
member of it showed himself to be 
tisan of any candidate. The only 
had been as to who had 
to seats in the Convention, and having only the 
right in view the committee was enabied as a result 
to present an entirely unanimous report. [Ap- 
plause.] He then proceeded to read the report, the 
substance of which has already been sta in the 
Post-DisPatTcu. 

The announcement in favor of the Mahone dele- 
gation of Virginia provoked 

VERY LOUD APPLAUSE, 
in which the Blaine men seemed to join, the commit- 
tee having admitted the delegation by a unanimous 
vote. The re was received and adopted by a 
unanimous vote, without a word of debate and with 
great applause. 

The chairman of the Committee on Rules and Or- 
der of Business submitted a report with the state- 
ment that the rules of the last convention were in 
the main adopted, ali limit being removed as to du- 
ration of nominating speeches. Gov. Grow of Penn- 
syivania offered an amendment to the rule relative 

the National committee, providing that delegates 
to the next National Convention shall be elect un- 
der the same rules as obtain in the election of Con- 

essmen from the respective districts, and not un- 
der the rules and ulations laid down by the Na- 
tional C — — the amendment with 
1 A member from Alabama suggested that 
no candidates for Congress are nominated in many 
of the Southern districts, and hence there are no 
regulations governing such nominations; unless. 
therefore, the National Committee provide a meth- 
od, delegates to the National Convention could not 
be chosen. The chairman of the Rules Committee 
said there was no objection to the amendment and 
it was adopted. 

Another amendment concerning order of business 
of purely a technical character was adopted, and 
much time is being lost in discussing amendments 
of no general interest. The absence of any rule 
stating that a majority vote should be necessary to 
a nom ion one delegate to suggest that it 
was a trick to enable some del to secure the 
nomination by less than a majority. There was ev- 
idently no foundation for such a suspicion, and the 
rules were so amended as to provide that a majority 
of all mem elected to the Convention 
should be necessary to a nomination. 

Also that instead of tne chairman being authorized 
on an apparent majority to stop the roll call and 
ask if nomination shall be unanimous, he must 
wait till the roll-call is completed. Another amend- 
ment to vide that no man shall be a member of 
the National Committee who is not eligible asa 
member of the Electoral College was adopted. 

The minority report met with the almost 
unanimous opposi of Southern delegates, 
led by Lynch, ex-chairman of the convention, and 
by Bradley of Kentucky, who made a very eloquent 
speech and created afurore. They claimed that it 
was an effort to a class of people who were al- 
ready suffering from shot-gung for their patriotisin. 
In fact, as the argument proceeded it became evi- 
dent that this was liable to be one more test on the 
uestion in which the Blaine menof the Northern 
States had indiscreetly undertaken to do something 
which the Arthur, Edmunds and Sherman men were 

interested in preventing.

The immense benefit to 
the body and mind of a few weeks or even a few 
days in the country or at the sea side is now univer- 
sally acknowledged. especially in the case of children. 
HOW MUCH GREATER, 
then is the advantage of a continuous residence 
under the same health-giving conditions? The child, 
however, to profit thoroughly by life in the country 
should begin it in infancy, for the town-bred child 
will not bear transplanting, but becomes on- 
tented and rest less. and anxious to get back to its 
old haunts and associations. It is this moral and 
physical blood-poisoning that the Nivison home 
seeks to avoid by taking the child to the count 
while still an infant, and then giving it all that is 
for healthy, moral, physical and spiritual 
development. To train the chi'd from infancy in 
the paths of virtue and health is more economical 
for the State and for society than to 
erect and maintain prisons, Hospitals and 
alms-houses. It is immensely cheaper to rear, 
thoroughly educate and train to self -helpfulness 
each friendiess child than to leave him to grow up 
amid evil associations. The institution is under the 
control of three trustees, A. 8. Barnes, S. V. White 
and B. F. Blair, who hold a deed of trust to the 
eighty-three acres on which the sanitarium is built.
